from Cairo. ‘This camp holds all the forces of Murat 
in check. 

“ A body of troops was at the fame time advanced 
again{t Ibrahim, who immediately retreated towards 
Gaza. It required nine days march to enable this Bey 
to arrive at that place. He had no time to fupply his 
troops either with provifions or water ; and it is prefu- 
med that they have fallen a facrifice to their wants -and 
the attacks of the Arabs. 

“© In the purfuit of this lait corps of Mamelouks, 
the army delivered from captivity a number of perfons 
belonging to the Caravan of Mecca, whom the Arabs 
had taken prifoners, and carried into the Defert. Buo- 
naparte made their property be colleéted, and fent them 
with it under an efcort to Cairo.
